noon at4:30 n sovoro storm, attended with 
high winds and followed by a heavy fall of 
hail, passed over this city. 
A half hour 


thereafter ix'poi-ts of a cyclone passing south 
of hero in a northwesterly courso began ar- 
riving, and at this writing the indications ara 
thai: great destruction has been wrought to 
property and many people havo beoa killed. 
Telegraphic communication with tho sur- 
rounding towns is cut oft, the polos boijig 
blown down and carried away. Tho only 
means nt baud to gather facts is by horse 
and" biiKgy. 


About eight miles south of bore, nearly 


half a mile of tho railroad tracks of tbo 
Toledo, Cincinnati & St. Louis road was torn 
up und blown away. 


At Alexandorville and 
Carrollton, ton 


miles south of horo, houses wcro raised from 
tbo ground and, in some instances, entirely 
torn asunder, In both places about thirty 
houses wore destroj ed and damaged. Tho 
cj'cloue was soon to form near these places, 
anil between thoro and Woodburn, another 
small town, horses and cattle were killed by 
tho barns falling upon than). Large, stately 
forests 
wore swept away like bladus of 


grass before a scythe. 


Tho trostlo-work of the Toledo, Cincinnati 


& St. LouLs road noor thoro, about 500 foot 
n lougth is scattered over tbo country. 
iAt Alexandervlllo an agod lady named 
Jackson was badly, and probably fatally, 
injured.

From this point tho cyclone took a north-

Miss 
Harnoy, u. matron, was seriously injured 
about the head, and Kujht Watchman Rob- 
inson sustained dangerous injuries. 


In this part of tho county tho rum is ap- 


palling. 


It is impossible to estimate th« damage to 


property nnd crops. Flouring njid saw-mills, 
houses, barns, forests, in fact everything 
that was iu tbc track ot tbe cyclone wore 
swept away. Tbfi track of tho storm was 
over an eighth of a milo in width. 


JAMESTOWN, Greene Co., Ohio, April 2S.— 


A terrible cyclone struck Jamostown about 5 
o'clock Sunday afternoon.

the town is completely ruined and sii persons 
were killed, as follows: llisa Stella Jones, 
acod 15, or Esculapia Sprmg6,:Ky. ;3Miss Ann 
Carpenter, Lotitiu Jenkins, daughter of G. 
K. Jenkins, iliss Kato Bololr, Mrs, Stewart, 
a colored woman, a son o£ James Paulls.' 
Several ware badly wounded. Hundreds of 
iwoplo ore homeless. 


Tho storm cloud assumed tbe form of a 


water - spout, rising and dosconding like 
waves of sea and destroying everything iu 
its vaj-. Mr. E. Best, of this city, who was 
near enough to observe accurately, says that 
it was fully one-eighth of & milo wido and 
moved about over tho country liko an im- 
mense cloud of smoko, while ovory whero in its 
path tho air was dark with trees and tbo ru ins 
of houses. Forests were mowed down lilco 
woods, fences destroyed for miles, and it .is 
estimated that in this county alone at least 
twenty residences aro in ruins, to say noth- 
ing of tho loss of other buildings, live stock, 
audform property. At Alexandorsvillo, six 
miles south of hero, several people aro known 
to bo injured, and one lady is reported killed, 
whilo saw-mills, barns, and other buildings 
are destroyed. 


Near Xonia thero was considerable de- 


struction. Tho Soldiers' and Sailors' Orphans' 
homo was badly damaged, but no children 
were hurt. 


Between Jaspor and Cedar Croek, on tho 


Narrow-Gauge road, tho damago is great to 
farm property, and at this point trains wore 
unable to move on account of the wind, 
while others did not dare to pass ovor Cedar 
croek trostle during the cyclone. 


In all directions south and oast of hero the 


scene of destruction defies description, Whole 
forests wore cut down liko weeds, and trees 
raid smaller buildings carried long distances 
in tho air.
